Shappner’s Saloon, at Broadway and 
Carr, the ‘Scene of a Killing 
Mmong Associates. 


George -McGrary, an upholsterer, living 
with his wife at 1115 North Broadway, wasé 
arrested at Broddway and Carr streets at 
9:30 o'clock Friday morning, charged with 
the killing of Darby Kane alias O'Brien, 
in Jack Schappner’s saloon, Broadway and 
Thursday night. 

Officers Curran and Ford arrested him 
after a short chase. He was taken to the 
Fourth District Station and questioned by 
Capt. Kiely. 

To the captain McGrary confessed firing 
the shot that killed Kane. He claimed it 
was accidental, but made the strange ad- 
mission that he pointed the pistol at Kane 
and pulled the trigger, knowing the weapon 
was loaded. He ciaimed to be remorseful. 
He admitted that he and Kane had quar- 
reled a short time ago. 

After being locked up he became gullen 
and declined to taik. 

Later McGrary made a statement ex- 
plaining the shooting. He said he and 
Kane and a number of others were in the 
saloon, engaged in friendly conversation. 
He and Kane were joking each other, and 
he told Kane he would shoot him. He 
drew his revolver, which was unloaded, and 
put two cartridges into it. He thought 
he arranged the cylinder so that when he 
pulled the trigger the cartridge would not 
come under the hammer. But he misealvu- 
lated, and when he aimed at Kane and 
pulled the trigger the weapon was dis- 
charged. He said the was sorry because 
of the accident. 

Kane was shot in the left eye and died 
two hours later at the City Hospital. 

A large number of pero witnessed the 
shooting, and five of them, including Shapp- 
ner, ee arrested.

Under Capt. Kieiy’s persistent question- 
ing Winters made a statement. e sald 
Kane asked several persons for cartridges 
with which to load his revolver. Amolg 
those asked was McGrory. McGrory told 
him his cartridges wouldn't fit. This 
seemed to anger Kane, and to pacify him 
McGrory pulled out his revolver and began 
taking out the cartridges. While thus en- 
gaged the revolver Was discharged and 
Kane dropped to the floor. 

Capt. Kiely believed this statement ana 
sent detectives after McGrory. He could 
not be found. althoUgh the officers extended 
their search to the other side of the river. 

Kane was 24 years old. He was a famil'ar 
figure about the cheap concert haile and 
during the racing season he sold tips. A 
brother of his lives in St. Louts.

Submitted by the Spanish Comm/'ssioners 
relate to the nationality of inhabitants of 
ceded territory. the jurisdiction of courts, 
the cases pending in them, the continuing 
of grants and contracts for pubtic works, 
Bervice in the ceded territory and kindred 
matters.

CLARKSBURG, Va., Dew 2.—Come- 
plications emanating from the recent elec- 
tion in Randolph County promise interest- 
ing developments. The principal issue in 
controversy was the removal of the county 
seat from Beverly, where it had been es- 
tablished many years before the State of 
West Virginia was formed. to Elkins, which 
has only been on the map for five years. 
After the election Beverly charged that at 
Elkins people voted who had been in the 
county but a few days, and citizens of El- 
kins made charges that votes had been 
cast for Beverly at that place by women 
dressed in men's clothes.

A. W. Knowles, who testified late yvester- 
day afternoon, gave important evidence. He 
ie a banker and one of the solid business 
men of Topeka. He lives next door to the 
Collins home, and the two families were 
intimate. He told about some one knocking 
on his door at about 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and arousing him from sleep with the 
news that Co.lins had been. shot. He dressed 
hurriedly and ran over to the Collins home. 
He met John Henry Collins in the hall and 
he had on his coat and trousers, the coat 
buttoned up. Collins was not crying and 
d‘:d not seem to be agitated. 

The prosecution lays great stress on the 
fact that Collins did not cry and did not 
go into the room here his father was tiil 
quite a while after he died. Grace Collins, 
the daughter, and Mrs. Collins were both 
weeping and were at the bedside of the dy- 
ing man. Each of them had only their night 
dresses on, while John wore trousers and 
coat. 

Mr. Knowles said that Collins was alive 
when he got there, he was bleeding yet 
from the wound in his shoulder and was 
groaning. He died at 5:23 o'clock. Mr. 
Knowles says he looked at his watch to 
mark the time. 

This is considered by the prosecution as 
another important point. All witnesses who 
were there when Mr. Collins died agree 
that he lived about 10 minutes after he was 
shot. The doctors say that with the wounds 
he received he would be perfectly conscious 
till most of the bieod had left his body, 
about five minutes. The theory of the pros- 
ecution is that he saw who shot him and 
enjoined his wife to keep the secret, and 
that the reason John did not go in the room 
while his father was alive was from fear 
that his father would say something to be- 
tray him. 

Mr. Knowles said that soon after John 
was told that his father was dead he 
rushed into the room and knelt at thé bed 
a moment. The clothes taken off by Mr 
Collins the night-before were neatly folded 
on a chair so near to the opened folding 
doors that a thief might have reached in 
and got them. Mr. Knowles searched the 
clothing and took out money, a long pocket- 
book and other things. A gold watch and 
jewelry on the dresser were undisturbed, 
the windows were fastened down and doors 
all loéked. Mr. Knowles tried all windows 
and stairs at the end of the hall. Mr. 
Knowles searched and found no tracks on 
the sloping roof to which this window led 
or in the soft ground outside. 

Mr. Knowles described minutely, as other 
witnesses had done, the position of the 
shotgun in the hallway. The jurors seem 
to be deeply interested in the evidence 
about the position in which the shotgun 
was found, and this evidence is one of the 
strong points of the prosecution. Who- 
ever shot Mr. Collins stood at the foot of 
the bed, and, after the two shots were fired 
ran through the opened folding doors, 
through the parlor, through a doorway into 
the hall, turned to the left a few feet to 
reach the stairway that went up on the

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RUMOR HAS IT THAT

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 2.—So far as 
known no effort has yet been made to se- 
cure requisition for the person of Grant G. 
Gillett, the fleeing cattle king of Kansas, 
who is said to be in the custody of Mexican 
officers in Chihuahua, It is certain, how- 
ever, that Gillett’s creditors here put faith 
in the private reports of his arrest and to 
the end of securing his return have sent 
an officer—a Pinkerion, some say—to Mex- 
ico, with a warrant whiecn, it is said, the 
detective has been given authority under 
thke State to serve, 

The warrant against 
out vesterday by the president of the 
George Hoimes Commission Co. before 
Justice Ben Spitz. ‘Telegrams from. the 
newspapers of Chihuahua say that nothing 
is known of the arrest of Gillett, but C. V. 
Fyke, one of the attorneys of the Holmes

can say.”’ 

T. J. Eaman of the Kansas City Live

Gil- 
lett, he says, has a large amount of cash 
with him. If the man in Mexieo turns out 
to be Gillett, one charge against him will

CAST ASHORE ON THE WILD COAST OF YUCATAN. 


NDW YORK, Dec 2.—After having passed 
£0) hours without food or water and having 
four different vessels within five 

daya, Capt. Hiewitt and the crew of the 

sehooner D. K. Baker reached this port 
last night on the tug Scandinavian. Capt. 

Jiewitt tella this story. 

At7 p. m. on Saturday the echooner en- 
countered a gale, and it blew so hard that 
Capt. Hewitt ordered the topsaila to be 
furlied. As the wind increased in force, the 
captain took another course and had all 
pall taken in, with the exception of the 
mainsall and spanker, both of which were 
reefed. FEiven the furling of the sail did not 
seem to ease up the vessel, so she was 
hove to. She “dished” and tons of water 
came over the leeward side of the vessel 
until it seemed that the Baker would fill 
and eink. 

All Saturday evening and Sunday morning 
the vessel plunged heavily in the 6eas and 
shivered under the flerce gale. Water 
poured into her, and the continual strain of 

he rocking caused the seams to open, and 
she began to fill at 7 a. m., the Baker was 
waterlogged. To ease her up the crew en- 
deavored to get her deck load of lumber 
overboard. but owing to the roughness. of 
the sea they did not esuccéed, as all their 
efforts were required to keep from going 
overboard themselves. 

The vessel was leaking so mich that she 
had already began to settle at the stern. 
lier crew saw at once that she was doomed, 
and they felt, too, that their time hed 

"come, for there was no possibility of a life- 
boat living in the furious ocean. 

jiours rolled slowly on while ithe half 
frozen crew worked doggedly at the pumps 
and kept a look out for a sail or sign of 
smoke. A gigantic wave seemed to rise in 
front of the schooner caught herand sent 
her on her beam ends. The port side of 
the vessel was submerged, while the tops of 
her masts touched the waves 

Suddenly the deck load of lumber carried 
away the fore and mizzen masts, and the 
echvuoner, relieved of the burden, was right- 
ed. The captain and crew fought wind 
and waves, and as the vessel rolled back 
they scrambled on deck. Had they lost 
their heads or weakened, al! would have 
been drowned. 

At that time the wind wae blowing at the 
rate of 70 miles an hour, and it was bitterly 
cold, There was nv fire, no water and no 
food. Kven the cabin was filled with 
water, and all the crew could do was to 
huddle together in the shelter of what re- 
mained of the afterhouse. 

On Sunday evening one of the crew found 
two tins of pumpkin, which were opened 
and equally divided among the e'ght men. 
It appeased their hunger for a time. but 
their thirst grew until they suffered in- 
tensely and there Was not ua drop of water 
to be had, The schooner wus then about 
320 miles #outh of Sandy Hook, drifting

Survivors of the wrecked schooners Injand 
and Leavitt tell thrilling stories of thelr 
encounter with Saturday night's storm. — 
captain, mate and four seamen from the 
Leavitt and one seamon from the Ireland 
were drowned, The captain, mate end four 
eeamen of the Ireland were saved and one 
man came ashore from the Leavitt on 
wreckage.

As quickly.as possible, 
mustered his crew, and in a few minutes a 
lifeboat and all the apparatus necessary, 
drawn by a yoke of oxen, was on Its wa) 
to the nearest point of the bar, which was 
two and a half miles from the estatiof. 

It was 11 o'clock before the men 
the position they sought.

Une seaman had perished, but the cap- 
tain, mate and four sallors, who were bare- 
ly alive, Were rescued and taken to the sta- 
Lion. 

The vessel was the Amelia G. Ireland. 
When the messenger who brought the story 
of the wrecks and rescue left Guy Head the 
shipwrecked men were all in a serious con- 
dition from exposure 

Several of the members of the life-saving 
crew were more or less injured while en- 
gaged in their attempt at rescue. 

The Clara Leavitt was a three-masted 
vessel of 397.85 toms, 127 feet long. and was 
bullt at Cape Elizabeth, Me., in 1877. 

The Amelia G. Ireland was also a three- 
master. She was owned by the Tidewater 
Oil Co. of New York, and was bound from 
Bayonne, N. J., to Boston, with a cargo of 
oil in tanks. She was 270.31 net tons, 124 
feet long, and was built in Somerset 
County, Maryland, in 1866.

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| A PERILOUS EXPERI MENT. 

Legal questions connected with the government of the new 
territories are plentiful as blackbefries, but not so important 
or far-reaching as the political questions sure to arise. 

First of these is that which seems to involve the surrender of 
the American doctrine of government only by consent of the 
governed. The principle. that taxation and representation 
imply the one the other was dearly bought by the men of the 
tevolution, and it has been accepted as the one unquestioned 
and unquestionable doctrine upon which freedom must rest. 
But unquestionable as it is there are grave doubts of its 
practicability tn the case of the Philippines and perhaps of 
the Porto Ricans. 

The situation is full of danger. Representative government 
was the great discovery which enabled the Teutonic nations 
to work out the political problems which baffled the wit of 
Athenian and Roman, 

We are about to take a backward step. We propose to gov- 
ern and tax the Philippines without their consent and without 
allowing them representatives in Congress. And so far as is 
known nobody contemplates statehood for them even as a re- 
mote possibility. The situation thus forced upon us by greed 
and callow enthusiasm is big with difficulty and danger. 
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The Commercial League of Fort Smith, Ark., is promptly 
calling upon Arkansas for a great display at the St. Louis 
World's Fair. The Arkansans will be certain to make an 
exhibition that will surprise many who have .out-of-date ideas 
of the new and more up-to-date Arkansas. 
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The administration will not worry itself about constitu- 
tionality. With Mr. Monroe's idea obsolete and Mr. Washing- 
ton’s farewell address in the waste basket, the constitution will 
scarcely be permitted to interfere with expansion. 
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If we are to always have a self-closing door policy for the 
United States we shall have to down the trusts. They will 
squeeze the life out of the nation if something is not done to 
protect competition. 
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If the Senate will turn its ear toward New England it will 
not fail] to catch some of the anti-expansion racket that is 
going on in that highly enlightened corner of our vast domain.

TICKET SCALPING. 


Business Men Object to Unbusiness- 
like Conditions That Encourage 
Scalping. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Just now the railroads are raging about 
»a condition they themselves created. Who 
causes ticket scalping? Who allows room 
for such a condition to exist? The only 
possible answer is the railroads them« 
selves. Why should a condition like the 
following prevail? 

We own a factory 300 miles out of St, 
Louis, on the Vandalia road, receiving and 
shipping about 25 carloads of freight per 
month. We wish to go to the. factory and 
are compelle? to pay the full $10 fare. Along 
side of us ride those who are not entitled 
to cheap or free rides on account of sere 
vices rendered, and who may even be ene- 
mies of the railroads, but travel on free 
passes or half rates. 

Is this not enough to make the business 
man who “pays the freight’ and his pas- 
Sage way, both at high rates, endeavor te 
circumvent the deadheads? 

If a business man draws a check on @ 
bank; that check is good so long as the 
man and the bank are responsible parties, 
but let a rallroad issue u check good for 
one trip it is not honored if any of a thoue 
sand contingencies arite which prevent hig 
using the ticket on the minute. 

This is not right, and ho argument 
brought to bear can make it right. 

If the railroads wish to overcome thig 
evil, as they choose to call it, let them re- 
form themselves; quit their unjust discrim- 
ination between classes, individuals and 
cities and give one low rate to everyone. 

Ask a ticket broker to beat the mileage 
rate and he will tell you no at once. Why 
not make the mileage rate to everyone, 
aWay with passes entirely and give the 
public the benefit of what they do for the 
deadheads. It would pay the ratiroads 
much better at the end of the month. 

The railroads have very little room te 
complain of the ecalipers forging on the 
tickets, as they are every day repudiating 
tickets which have been paid for and en- 
title the holder to his ride.

This is the beginning of a unlted war by 
ticket brokers against what they term the 
illegal methods of railroads and others to 
drive them out of business. 

The men named as*defendants are mem- 
bers of the Central Anti-Ticket-Scalping 


Committee of Merchants’ Associations. Ex- 
Judge Chester H. Krum ig the attorney for 
the plaintiffs. 

“The action is based on the statement in 
an open letter issued by the ‘Central Anti- 
Ticket Sc alpers’ C ‘ommitte e, said Judge 
Krum. “The letter was sent out from Chi. 
cago under one of Nov. 23. Among other 
things the letter contains are these staie- 
ments: ‘Ticket scalpers buy and sell coun- 
terfeit railroad tickets. Ticket scalpers 
forge and use railway joint ameutdl signa- 
tures for the purpose of manipujating re- 
turn portions of round-trip tickets. T.cket 
scalpers encourage theft of mileage books, 
clergymen’s permits and a! lsorts of rali- 
way passenger transportation. Ticket 
scalpers are constantly selling stolen, 
fraudulent and counterfeit tickets across 
their counters.’ ”’

fams are located in Chicago. John H. Lee 
is secretary of the Interstate Merchants 
Assoc ation and he is the editor and pro- 
prietor of the Inter-State Grocer, published 
at St. Louis.
